10 convince the Reader the Mode in this Plan 
adopted is founded upon Principles in themſelves 
eternal and unalterable, he begs Leave to premiſe, 
Firſt, That a Number of Perſons inſtituting, or in- 
tending to inſtitute any Law, one or more, as the 
Head of that Number, muſt be inveſted with · a diſ- 
cretionary Power to demand whatever Aſſiſtance he 
or they ſhall deem neceſſary from each Individual; 

as without ſuch Power, no Law, however 600600. 
could be carried into Execution. Secondly, That 
any Plan, wide in the Extent and general in its 
Operation, muſt neceſſarily incur great Expence: a 
Fund ſufficient to anſwer every Demand, ought 
therefore to be the firſt Object. Conſiſtently 
to act with the firſt Principle, the Author has pro- 
poſed ſuch Articles, as appeared to him eſſential; 

and to obtain the latter, has recommended ſuch a 
Mode as he preſumes cannot fail of Succeſs. Pecu- 
niary Motives he has none to gratify; Rewards he 
does not ſolicit : ſhould it be ſucceſsfully proſecuted, 

it will afford him the moſt ſenſible Pleaſure; ſhould 

it not, the Monitor within will witneſs to the Purity 
of his Intentions; and tho' the Vail of Prejudice 

may be drawn over the Minds of ſome, and prevent

Number; (the Choice may be made by Ballot or 
otherwiſe) and the Man thus ſelected ſhall be con- 
ſidered as the Agent of all thoſe, whoſe Maſters 
reſide in that Pariſh, for the Term of ſeven Vears; 
at the Expiration of which, the Power ſhall revert 
to the Deputies ®, but not before, unleſs the Agent 
ſhould be rendered incapable of performing the 
Duties of his Office, by Accident, Removal, or 
otherwiſe. The Election being ended, the Deputies 
ſhall add their own Names and Places of Abode 
to the Liſt of that of their Principals, and deliver

Norwiz HsTAN DINO the Precaution taken in Ar- 
ticles the IId and IIId, to prevent an improper 
Perſon being elected as Special Committee-Man, it 
is poſſible the Agents may be miſſed; and ſo cir- 
cumſtanced, the Error cannot be too ſoon retract- 
ed: twelve Months will be thought by any one 
long enough for a bad Man to continue in Office, 
and a good ons may be eaſily re- elected; but di- 
ſtinct from this, the annual Election will prompt 
them aſſiduouſly to diſcharge the Duties of their 
Office, as a Failure in that reſpect would be their 
own Diſgrace. Power is an infatuating Poſſeſſion, 
and Inſtances might be produced of good Men in 
private Life, loſing every Virtue when independent 
of Controul: to remove the Temptation, I have 
propoſed an Account of their Monies to be given 
every Lear; this Procedure will curb the Deſigns of 
the Mercenary and Avaricious, and afford the ho- 
nourable Man an Opportunity to reſtify the Juſtice 
of his Actions; or ſhould Colluſion in all be ſuſ- 
_ pected, the Preſident is obliged to convene a General 
Meeting at the Requeſt of ſuch a Number of Agents 
as ibove-menttioned: every Security therefore is pro- 
vided in this Article a reaſonable Man can aſk or 
deſire; to requeſt more indicates a Diſpoſition * con- 
e and a Head equany weak.

OBSERVATION. 


1 BEFORE hinted the Cauſe of Failure in former 
Attempts. was the Want of a Sanction, which 
would enſure an Uniformity of Conduct: ſuch in- 
deed is the Depravity of human Nature, that Men 
generally obey only as their Intereſt is involved: 
Honour, Conſcience, and Vows are Ties too weak to 


bind at all Times the worthieſt of Men; and where, 


as in all Multitudes, there are ſome, who will not 


{cruple-to ſacrifice either, Methods muſt be adopted 


ſuited to the worſt, by which the good Part cannot 
be injured, but from their Execution the Unprinci- 


pled have every Thing to fear. In the preſent

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Caſe, he who after entering into an Engagement 
of general Utility, is perfidious enough to violate 
it, no one will contend ought to go vopuniſhed: by 
the above Article he will either be obliged to pay 
the Money on Demand, or in Conſequence of his 
Arreſt ſent to Priſon, The Eſtabliſhment of a Ma- 
nufactory will obviate the Objection, Neceſſity for- 
merly obliged ſome to make, when the ſame End 
was endeavoured to be aftained, The Author is 
ſenſible the Calls of a helpleſs Fatnily cannot, nor 
ought not to be diſregarded in Preference to the 
- Purſuit of imaginary Profits; and he who poſſeſſes 
the tender Feelings of a Huſband or Father will 
not adopt a Conduct fo detrimental; but when the 
Advantages are clearly pointed out, and eaſily ob- 
tained, the ſame tender Feelings will inſpire him 
to exert his utmoſt Influence to forward ſuch an 
Eſtabliſhment. The Hiſtory of Mankind does not 
afford an Example where Unity of Sentiment, and 
Similarity of Circumſtances, when communicated 
and known, failed to produce mutual Amity; which 
is here effected by the Communication eſtabliſhed 
between the Principals and the Deputies, the De- 
puties and the Agents, the Agents and the Com- 
mittee; this will produce Unanimity throughout 


the -whole Body, and promiſe that Succeſs which 
without it cannot be enſured. 


The . Committee thus eſtabliſhed by a 
plain regular Mode of proceeding, without violat- 
ing the Laws of their Country, inſulting its Magi- 

ſtrates, endangering their own Lives, or forfeiting 
their Reputation, may form any other Articles or

have followed it prior to our Eſtabliſnment.— 


This will deter thoſe from communicating the Se- 
crets of our Trade, whoſe Duty it is moſt to con- 
a ceal chem. 


OBSERVATION. 


IT has been frequently objected, that to de- 
prive an ingenious Man of the Liberty to exer- 
ciſe his Abilities, merely becauſe his Parents had 
it not in their Power to put him Apprentice, and 
permit another of meaner Parts to proſecute Bu- 
ſineſs, only becauſe he has enjoyed ſuch an Ad- 
vantage, is notoriouſly unjuſt and glaringly partial: 
to which I anſwer, ſuch is the Imperfection of all 
human Laws, that in their Operation ſome Indivi- 
duals are always prejudiced ; and the neareſt Ap- 
proaches we can make; to Juſtice, is by preferring 
the Good of the Whole to that of a Part. When- 


ever, 
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| ever, therefore, the Exerciſe of i an Individual's 
Abilities invades the Rights of a whole Profeſſion, 


civil and natural Law proclaim ſuch Exerciſe un- 


juſt. Upon a moderate Computation, it will be found 
to coſt the Parents or Guardians of a Youth a con- 
ſiderable Sum, excluſive of the Value of his Time, to 


initiate him in the Knowledge of any common Trade; 


ſome Privileges, therefore, he is in Equity entitled 
to, in Preference to one, who by accidental Situa- 
tion has an Opportunity to attain it. If we would 


accurately judge how far Individuals are entitled 


to particular Rights by the Law of Nature, we 


| ſhould view Hob as they ſtand related to the 
whole Society, and in that Relation conſidered, we 
ſhall find it exactly coincides with the Civil Law; 
intended and calculated to maintain the Rights of 


Citizens, 


ResoLveD, V. That this Committee will ſtrenu- 
ouſly exert themſelves in the Suppreſſion of thoſe 


who vend contraband Goods, conſidering them as 


Enemies to the fair Trader, and Peſts of Society. 


OBSERVATION, 


Tux heavy Duties impoſed on foreign Commodi- 
ties, ſuch as Silks, Laces, &c. was certainly intended 
to anſwer the beſt of Purpoſes, namely, the En- 
couragement of our own Manufactures, and the 
raiſing a Revenue from the Pockets of thoſe who 


are moſt able to ſupport it: but by the Practice 


of Smuggling both are defeated; as it affords the 
Conſumer an Opportunity to purchaſe them cheaper 
than home- manufactured, and the Revenue is de- 


frauded 


frauded of its Beet : thus the Mechanic: on the 
one hand is in Part deprived of the Means to 
procure, a Livelihood, and the Crown on the other 
rendered leſs capable to ſupport national Credit. 


ResoLveD, VI. That this Committee will em 
brace every Opportunity which occurs to ſend 
Copies of theſe our Articles and Reſolutions to all 
Parts. of Great-Britain, with ſuitable Addreſſes, 
promiſing all the Advice and Aſſiſtance in our 
Power to give, thereby facilitating fimijar Eftab- 
liſhments in all the Cities and principal Towns 
throughout the Whole: the- Plan by theſe Means 
will operate in an impartial Manner, and all will 


partake ot the Benefits arcruing from ſo laudable 
an Inſtitution. 


RESOLVEPD, VII. That this Committee will avail 
themſelves of every Information, and purſue every 
legal Mode, to prevent any Perſon working at 
our Calling, who refuſes to comply with the Articles 
and Relolutions * this Society. 


In Conſequence of the above Articles and Re- 
ſolutions, the Committee may, at any convenient 
Opportunity, make a reaſonable and proportionable 
Advancement in the Journeymen's Wages by the fol- 
lowing Rules :——The Preſident ſhall fignify in 
Writing to the Agents for any Number of Pariſhes 
the Committee ſhall judge proper, that it is the 
Pleaſure of their Committee that the Journeymen, 
who work for ſuch Maſters as reſide in their 
Pariſhes, ſhall have, after ſuch a Day of the Month, 
ſuch Wages as ſpecified 1 in their Directions; which

Wc enough, for them to, give their Principals 
rimely Notice, that they may be able to finiſh 
their Orders by the appointed Day. The Preſident

The Preſident ſhall likewiſe order the 
Clerks to inform all thoſe who may come from the 
Country, and give them neceſſary Directions, and 
ſo purſue theſe Meaſures throughout the Whole. 
By this Mode there will only a ſmall Number DE - 
Journeymen be defired to leave their Shops at the 
ſame Time; and all the others deſired to keep 
away from thoſe Shops, and every one under a 
lawful Obligation to obey 3. the Conſequence will 
be, that if any Maſter refuſes to comply with the 
Terms propoſed, he cannat have one Man to work 
for him, while the Journeymen are certain of Em- 
ploy in their Manufactories, Buildings, &c. Nor 
does the Author conceive the Maſters of any 
Manufacture or Trade will have Reaſon to be 
alarmed from ſuch Powers being veſted in the 
| Committee, . certain Number of whom will al- 
ways conſtitute a Part thereof; and if ſuch Men 
as before recommended, they will be too wiſe to ad- 
yance the Wages beyond the Limits of impartial

_ unimportant Employ, and ſo far from meriting the 
Cenſure, will I am perſuaded meet with the Appro- 
bation of the Powerful. 


The Author TR thus ventured to ſubmit his Plan 


to the candid Public, and flatters himſelf his Coun- 
trymen have too much Penetration not to diſcern 


the Utility, and too much public Spirit to delay 
carrying it into immediate Execution. Relying on 
this, he omits to advance Arguments eaſily draun 


from the Juſtice of the Caule, and the Duty and 
Intereſt of the Induſtrious at large. He perceives 
not the Neceſſity of eſtimating the moderate Ex- 
pences of a Family, and ſtating the Income of moſt 
Mechanics, to prove the Advancement of their 
Mages to be exactly conformable to the Rules of 


Equity; he entertains too great an Opinion of the 


Public's Underſtanding, to imagine they require it; 
and believes their Humanity will impel them to 
forward the Deſign. A Senſe of Duty and In- 
tereſt, he humbly conceives, animated them to 
former Struggles; he needs not therefore inſiſt, that 
Poſterity are entitled to every Advantage in their

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Power to acquire; that che Education of their 


Children is a Concern of the laſt Importance, tho“ 


it can only be reflected on with Regret, while they 


want the Means to enable them to beſtow it: nor 
need he intimate to a Man of the leaft Senfibility, 


that the Proportion between the Money neceſſary 
to be advanced for the Purpoſe of carrying the Plan 
into Execution, and the Profits reſulting from the 
Advancement of Wages, is not more than as 
one to ten; excluſive of that e Felicity it 
mult 1 im part to A ſuſceptible Mind, when the Period 


arrives in which Sickneſs ſhall have rendered him 


incapable to ſupport debilitated Nature, or Death 
threatens. for ever to deprive him of Ability to pro- 

ide for thoſe, whoſe Happineſs is inſeparable from 
his own: that then, I ay, the pleaſing Proſpect of 
having their Diſtreſs alleviated, will rend at leaſt 
to allay the ring Sorrow, and check the Progreſs of 
the briny Tear; and even in the Summit of Health 


and Vigour, may make thoſe Moments ſerenely glide, 


which hos. 2 lot might tempeſtuouſly roll. Theſe 


may „ Arguments neceſſary to alarm thoſe im- 
were in ſtoic Apathy; but cannot be requiſite to 
prompt ſuch to exert themſelves whoſe unremitting 
Feelings are the moſt convincing Proof of its Rec- 


titude. Abſtracted from their Welfare, the Author
